For the information of the Bureau, a conference was held with 
U. S. Attorney TOBIAS E. DIAMOND, Sioux City, Iowa, on 3/5/21, at which, | 
time all of the evidence developed as to subjects KITTS an HARDY was ` Pon 
made available to him. Іп considering the evidence available, iir. 
DIAHOND advised that he did not intend to utilize all of the subjects 
or evidence available due to the number of witnesses to be subpoenaed 
and the expense and great distances of iravel involved by many of the 
witnesses, He outlined the witnesses whom he believed to be necessary 
in the trial against KITTS and HARDY at Mason City, Iowa, 3/14/51, and 
requested that a Prosecutive Summary Report be prepared for the purpose 
of outlining the evidence as to these two subjects for instant trial, 
He also indicated at this time that he did not feel he would utilize 
the evidence regarding the recovery of the burglary tools and the 
FBI Laboratory examinations thereof. 


For the information of the Bureau, BENNIE BARONE was arraigned 
before USC М, 0, CUNNINGHAM, Omaha, Nebraska, 2/21 and 23/51, at which b6

Ав set out previously, notification as to the fact that KITTS 
had escaped from the Linn County Jail was not made known to the Qnaha 
Office until 1:50 PM, January 22, 1951, at which time U, S. Marshal 

went to the Jail in order to Serve a paper on 
KITTS, Immediately following receipt of this information, police 
departments in Nebraska and Iowa, the Iowa Highway Patrol and Nebraska 
Safety Patrol and all surrounding offices were notified and furnished 
descriptive and background information which would assist in locating 
Subject KITTS, , 


Investigation at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, reflected that a 1946 
Hudson Club Coupe was reported stolen by the owner from in front of 
his residence at sometime 
between 5:00 РМ and 7350 PM, January 22, 1951. Prior to his escape, 
investigation disclosed that KITTS had asked inmates where a used-car 
lot was located, Instant stolon Hudson was recovered abandoned at 
Des Moines, Iowa, by the Des Moines Police Department on the night of 
January 24, 1951. However, investigation disclosed the car had been 
abandoned sometime between 9:20 PM and 11:30 PM, January 22, 1951, 
Neighborhood investigation and other inquiry at the scene of the 
recovery failed to identify the person abandoning 1%. It was also 
processed for latent fingerprints; however, none of value were developed.
